CONSERVATIVE stalwart Sir Julian 
Brazier’s 30-year spell as Canter¬ 
bury MP dramatically came to an 
end this week as he was beaten by 
Rosie Duffield in the county’s most 
shocking general election result in 
years. 

Labour stole the seat, which also 
encompasses coastal town 
Whitstable, for the first time in its 
history - ending almost a century 
of Tory dominance in the area - by 
187 votes in one of the tightest 
battles across the country. 

A recount was required in the 
early hours of Friday morning, 
before Ms Duffield was declared 
victorious, and told supporters 
who had gathered in the city: 
“We’ve made history”. 

The student city had seen a 
major push by supporters of Jeremy 
Corbyn to activate young voters 
and ensure they made their voices 
heard in an election Theresa May 
hoped would strengthen her hand 
in the Brexit negotiations. 

It was a sensational swing in 
votes after Sir Julian won the last 
general election in 2015 by almost 


10,000 votes, meaning a 20 per 
cent increase in Labour’s vote was 
required to win its first Kent seat 
since it was wiped out in 2010. 

Speaking following her victory, 
Ms Duffield said: “Forgive me, I’m 
hugely shocked. 

“Thank you so so much Canter¬ 
bury district, we’ve made history. 

“Some 160 years of the Conserv¬ 
ative Party in this constituency 
and we’ve just broken that record. 

“Thank you to absolute every¬ 


body on my team, thank you to all 
of you who put your trust and faith 
in me from all the parties and I 
promise to represent you as best as 
I possibly can as your new MP. 

“I will fight to save the NHS, I 
will fight a hard Brexit, I will fight 
for the environment and all of the 
things you voted me in to do. 

“Thank you so, so much.” 

In what was a remarkable 
election, Labour saw its vote soar 
across the county, finishing second 


in all other seats as Kent otherwise 
remained true blue.

Drones take off as police 
add them to their arsenal 


Air ambulance plans to 
move HQ to airport set 
to get the green light 


PLANS to move Kent air ambulance’s 
operational base from its long-time 
home in Marden to land at Rochester 
Airport is expected to be rubber- 
stamped by councillors next week. 

A planning application was 
submitted to Medway Council earlier 
this year after bosses at the charity, 
which also operates in Surrey and 
Sussex, decided the current site was 
no longer viable. 

If approved, it would mean relocat¬ 
ing some 30 staff to a new office block 
on the site which would accommodate 
14 additional staff members plus six 
visiting pilots and crew. 

A 24/7 service is offered by the 
charity but Marden is not configured 
for night flying and therefore 
night-time operations are conducted 
from Redhill instead. 

Additionally, its current two 
helicopters are in the process of being 
replaced for larger rotorcraft which 
would not fit at the existing base. 

Therefore, a decision has been 
taken for both helicopters to be based 


at Redhill operating out of a suitable 
(with adaptation) hanger that has 
become available there. 

However, bosses are keen to 
maintain their Kent roots and 
remain in the county, which they say 
is “the established heart of the 
organisation”. 

As there is no planning restriction 
on the number of emergency 
helicopter movements that are 
allowed at the airport, the operational 
activities of the trust there are not a 
matter for planning consideration. 

The charity relies almost entirely 
on public donations for the approxi¬ 
mately £8m per year it spends on 
providing the service. 

Locals appear to be overwhelm¬ 
ingly in favour of the proposals, after 
the council received some 236 
comments of support, compared to 
just 11 objections. 

Potential issues raised centred 
around noise pollution. A Medway 
planning committee meets on 
Tuesday evening June 13. 


DRONES are being used by Kent 
Police to help find missing people 
and better assess crime scenes 
and road crashes.

located missing people before they 
come to harm as well as at some 
crime scenes and traffic incidents 
to provide officers with a better 
understanding of the terrain and 
evidential opportunities.

A TWO-part TV documentary 
which saw experts re-examine the 
case files of the horrific Chillenden 
murder of Lin and Megan Russell 21 
years ago, has seen two of them so 
convinced of the fragility of the con¬ 
viction of Michael Stone, they intend 
to assist in his next appeal. 

The BBC2 show The Chillenden 
Murders concluded on Tuesday night. 

It aimed to uncover the truth 
about one of Kent’s most notorious 
cases which took place in July 1996. 

Mother Lin Russell, 45, and her 
six-year-old daughter Megan were 
beaten to death on a quiet country 
path with a hammer as they walked 
home from a swimming gala in Chil¬ 
lenden, between Canterbury and 
Dover. Another daughter Josie suf¬ 
fered horrific injuries but somehow 
survived. 

Michael Stone, from Gillingham, 
is 20 years into a minimum 25-year 
prison sentence for the crime.

Daley is now 
serving time for murder, while a 
former friend on the BBC programme 
claims Daley admitted to lying about 
Stone at both Stone’s original and 
retrial. 

A shoelace which apparently con¬ 
tained some DNA evidence thought 
to be from the attacker, also has 
since gone missing. 

Now barrister Stephen Kamlish 
QC who appeared in the show is tak¬ 
ing up the case along with fellow 
barrister Sheryl Nwosu. 

Detective chief superintendent 
Jane Antrobus who was part of the 
team concluded: “There is no ID 
against Stone, there is no forensics 
against Stone. 

“I am not saying he is not a dan¬ 
gerous man, and I am not saying the 
best place for him isn’t locked up, but 
I am saying to me, I don’t think there 
is enough evidence beyond reasona¬ 
ble doubt to convict him.” 

Kent Police has consistently in¬ 
sisted it is not looking for anyone else 
for the crime.

PM sign sends 
two-fingered 
salute to EU 

A HUGE structure of the prime minister 
appearing to make a rude gesture 
towards the rest of Europe appeared on 
the White Cliffs of Dover on Monday. 

The effigy of Theresa May, dressed in 
a Union Jack dress while flicking the ‘V’ 
sign with her fingers, towered over the 
port town before it was swiftly removed. 

Understood to be well over 50ft tall, 
the structure looks out over the 
Channel, and has received a mixed 
response among locals in St Margaret’s. 

Charity worker, Simon Hare, 51, told 
KoS it was a “stupid” stunt ahead of 
months of Brexit negotiations between 
the British government and the 
European Union. It went up just days 
before the country headed to the polls. 

No-one has yet claimed responsibility 
for erecting the structure. 

Added Mr Hare “Kent is quite an 
anti-EU county, but it’s a stupid thing to 
have on the cliffs which everyone can 
see when you’re coming over on the 
ferry. 

“Whether you are pro or anti Brexit 
this sends a really negative message to 
Europe on many levels and risks makes 
our negotiating position even harder 
than it already was. 

“Everyone I know would really like to 
know who is responsible for it as it gives 
such a bad impression of our area.”

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A CRACKDOWN on drink-driving has been 
launched by Kent Police, with hopes of reducing 
the number of casualties and deaths on our roads. 

Officers will take an ‘intelligence led’ approach 
to target those who recklessly drink and drug 
drive, with a number of road checks taking place 
at all times of the day across the county. 

Officers will also focus on high risk locations up 
until the end of the campaign. 

Chief inspector Peter Steenhuis said: “Drivers 
should never get behind the wheel if they have 
had alcohol or are under the influence of control¬ 
led drugs as they significantly increase the 
chances of harming themselves and others. 

“As police officers we have to go to collisions 
where people have been killed or seriously 
injured, and all too often it becomes apparent that 
alcohol or drugs is a major factor in the incident. 

“Our message is simple, if you are going to 
have an alcoholic drink on a night out then plan 
another way of getting home.” 


DREAMLAND in Margate will be closed all weekend 
to the public as it stages a major live music event on 
Saturday.

Theatre future In doubt' as it 
braces for £110,000 cut-backs

A FORMER leader of Gravesham council has 
warned major proposed cuts to the Woodville 
Theatre “could bring the end” to the venue. 

The cabinet will meet on Tuesday to dis¬ 
cuss £110,000 worth of cuts - which would 
include redundancies and reducing the pro¬ 
gramme at the venue - as Gravesham Bor¬ 
ough Council looks to balance the books in 
the face of continued central government 
cutbacks. 

The council insists the proposals would 
help “retain facilities that are used by a wide 
variety of groups and organisations, as well 
as providing a well balanced programme of 
shows and events”. 

But Labour group leader John Burden 
warned: “Making these sort of cuts is a step 
back. We’ve seen in the past if you improve 
the offering then more people come, but do¬ 
ing this instead could potentially bring the 
end of the Woodville. 

“The theatre might not have enough seats 
for the big acts, but if we look at more inter¬ 
esting shows that bring in the community, 
then more people will come. 

“If Paramount does ever happen, and with 
the development of Ebbsfleet Garden City, we 
need to keep that community offering for 


people in their town centre.” 

Council leader David Turner suggested 
staff at the theatre could be replaced by vol¬ 
unteers following a successful trial scheme, 
adding there was “nothing at the back of the 
cabinet’s mind suggesting we need to close 
the theatre”. 

The Woodville Theatre opened in 1968 as 
part of the Civic Centre. 

The council is not alone in having to ex¬ 
amine funding of its subsidised theatre - oth¬ 
ers in Kent, notably in Tunbridge Wells and 


Canterbury, have been forced to look close¬ 
ly at what to do in order to make the neces¬ 
sary savings. 

The Marlowe Theatre recently an¬ 
nounced plans to become a charitable trust, 
thus removing the council subsidy it bene- 
fitted from. That move allows the theatre to 
seek additional grants as a consequence of 
not being under taxpayer control. 

The Assembly Hall Theatre in Tunbridge 
Wells saw a number of jobs cut earlier this 
year. 


A 33-year-old from Greenwich was charged on 
Thursday with stealing a high value violin from a 
Kent train.

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Council set to discuss plans 
for Banksy’s EU artwork 



COUNCIL chiefs in Dover are being 
urged to protect a piece by coveted 
street artist Banksy, which 
appeared in the port town last 
month, “as a matter of urgency”. 

The district council’s cabinet meets 
on Monday to discuss the future of 
the artwork, which depicts a 
workman on a ladder chipping away 
at one of the 12 stars on the Euro¬ 
pean Union flag, on the side of the 
former Castle Amusements building, 
which is set to be demolished. 

Property owners, the Godden 
family, which also owned the 
building upon which he daubed his 
previous Kent work - Art Buff in 
Folkestone - said the work is likely 
to be removed and sold, and that 
they were looking at options with a 
London art gallery. 

However, Tony Baxter, director 


at The Sincura Group, which 
specialises in the sale of highly 
desirable artwork, told us last 
month the piece was ultimately 
“worthless”, due to the difficulty in 
finding a buyer for work of that size. 


The piece was discussed by the 
council’s scrutiny committee on 
May 24, and recommended the 
cabinet “explores the options 
available to protect the art work... as 
a matter of urgency”. 


Register now if your child 
wants to take Kent Test 


PARENTS of year six children 
looking for a place at a county 
grammar school next year are 
being encouraged to register for 
the Kent Test. 

Families have until July 3 to 
register for the tests, which will 
take place after the summer break 
on September 7 for children who 
go to school in Kent, and 
September 9 for those outside of 
the county, before results are sent 
out on October 12. 

Roger Gough, Kent County 
Council cabinet member for 
education said: “To speed up the 
process we urge as many parents 
as possible to register online. 

“Some 95 per cent of all test 
registrations are made this way and 
allows results to be sent by email. 

“The Kent Test helps parents 
and children find the most 
suitable type of school for the 


next stage of their education. 

“As more grammar schools 
include priority for pupils 
eligible for free school meals in 
their admissions arrangements 
we are particularly keen to 
encourage these families to 
register and sit the test.“ 

To be registered for testing, 
children must be resident in the 
UK and expecting to start their 
final year in primary school in 
September 2017. 

Parents who register online will 
be sent their child’s assessment by 
e-mail after 4pm on October 12, 
while those who register by post 
will get the assessment decision in 
a letter sent by first class post on 
the same day. 

On National Offer Day, March 
1, 2018, the county council will 
offer parents a place at one of 
the county’s schools.

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Lord Lucan revelations 



MYSTERY : Lord Lucan’s children were sent to Thanet - while their parents lived it up in the south of France

T HE children of Lord Lucan, 
the aristocrat who disap¬ 
peared in November 1974 
following the brutal death 
of his nanny, used to spend 
holidays on the Thanet coast while he 
and his wife headed to the likes of 
Monte Carlo, it emerged this week. 

Speaking in a rare TV interview, 
Lady Lucan gave her version of events 
as to what happened when her hus¬ 
band killed both their children’s nan¬ 
ny then tried to attack her too. 

He fled never to be heard of again, 
sparking wild speculation as to 
whether he was dead or alive. Some 
speculation suggested he had been 
transported out of the county by 
friends such as the gambler John As- 
pinall, the man behind Howletts and 
Port Lympne wildlife parks. Wild ru¬ 
mours suggested he had even lived on 
the zoo parks before his remains were 
fed to the lions. 

But before the couple’s relationship 
soured, Lord and Lady Lucan would 
send their children, George, Frances 
and Camilla, to stay at Westgate-on- 
Sea, near Margate, while they headed 
to Europe’s top resorts. 

After spending “five minutes a day” 
to teach them to read, write and add 
up, Lady Lucan said on the documen¬ 


tary: “I felt that was the one useful 
thing that I did. 

“That was my interaction with them, 
and usually in the summer they would 
go to Westgate-on-Sea with nanny, 
while my husband and I went to Monte 
Carlo and played backgammon.” 

Asked if she missed them while gal¬ 
livanting around Europe’s social 
hotspots, she pondered and answered: 


“No, because I knew they were per¬ 
fectly safe with nanny, really.” 

The interviewer suggested that ap¬ 
peared to be a cold relationship. She 
replies: “A cold relationship? All my 
relationships are cold.” 

On November 7, 1974. Sandra Riv- 
ett had been beaten to death at the 
family’s Belgravia mansion, and Lady 
Lucan suffered a head injury and fled 


for her life. An inquest later decided 
Lord Lucan was responsible, but he 
has never been seen again. He was 
declared dead in 1999 and a death 
certificate issued in 2016 which 
meant George took over the title. 

The ITV documentary, Lord Lucan:

Son’s tribute to 
cyclist killed 

A cyclist killed in a horror crash near

It was reported that a white 
Mercedes A180 was travelling along 
the road towards Hamstreet when it 
overtook a lorry and was involved in 
a collision with the cyclist as he was 
riding in the direction of Ashford. 

Mr Durey has been described by 
his son Oliver as “an inspirational 
father who has always been extreme¬ 
ly patient and nurturing”.

MP slammed for ‘short-sighted’ 
comment on Muslim c ommunit y 

Gordon Henderson caused a stir in his reaction to last week’s terror attack, as Tom Pyman reports 



C OMMENTS by a Conserva¬ 
tive MP suggesting only 
British Muslims can defeat 
Islamic terrorism by report¬ 
ing those within their com¬ 
munity, have been slammed as “short¬ 
sighted” by faith leaders. 

Gordon Henderson, who successfu- 
ly defended his seat in Sittingbourne 
and Sheppey in the general election 
with a comfortable majority on Thurs¬ 
day, took to social media to spell out 
his views following the latest series of 
murders on British soil. 

In the third attack in a matter of 
weeks, three terrorists killed eight vic¬ 
tims and injured dozens more in the 
London Bridge area on Saturday 
night. 

The attackers, who were wearing 
fake suicide bomb vests, were shot 
dead by eight officers after police 
opened fire with a hail of 50 bullets. 

It came after the bombing at an Ari- 
ana Grande concert in Manchester 
and the Westminster attack carried 
out by Dartford-born Khalid Masood, 
who grew up and went to school in 
Tunbridge Wells. 

In a provocative Facebook post this 
week, Mr Henderson said: “It is time 
for Muslims in Britain to accept that 
these murderers come from within 
their community. They live together; 
they learn together; and they pray to¬ 
gether. 

“The only people who can defeat the 
Islamic terrorists are the British Mus¬ 
lims in whose midst they find sanctu¬ 
ary. 

“It is time for peace loving Muslims 
to start providing information to the 


police about those within their com¬ 
munity that they suspect of plotting 
attacks. 

“The only other option is to put all 
suspected terrorists in internment 
camps, and that is not a route I would 
like to go down. We tried it with the 
IRA and all it did was make the prison¬ 
ers into martyrs.” 

His remarks were not well-received, 
however, by Ejaz Aslam, chair of the 
Gravesend and Dartford Muslim Asso¬ 
ciation. 

He told KoS: “It’s definitely short¬ 
sighted because we are not the root 
cause of it but we are being brandished 
as part of the problem. 

“I was born and bred in this country 
and there are good people here - toler¬ 
ance has been one of the greatest as¬ 
sets of this country and something we 
all have learned by living here. 

“However, I do think that the whole 
community needs to be stricter and 
there needs to be more communica¬ 
tion between the communities and au¬ 
thorities as a whole. 

“The worrying thing is there seems 
to be a pattern of these people being 
already known to the authorities or 
involved in some kind of criminality. 

“Obviously this is a very testing time 
for the whole community but we need 
to all get together and fight this evil.” 

Indeed, only last month in the wake 
of the Manchester bombing, Muslim, 
Sikh and Christian representatives 
gathered alongside the Gravesham 
mayor and the Kent Equality Cohesion 
Council - a not-for-profit organisation 
which strives to unite communities 
and eliminate discrimination - to dem¬ 


onstrate that togetherness. 

Mr Henderson, who coasted to vic¬ 
tory in Swale in 2015 with almost 50 
per cent of the vote, agreed there need¬ 
ed to be a sense of unity, both in Kent 
and beyond, following the attack. 

“The most important thing is that 
everybody in Britain, whatever their 
nationality, politics or religion, must 
come together to fight, and destroy, 
those amongst us who hate our liberal 
way of life,” he said. 

“I am sure that the vast majority of 
Muslims in our area are as sickened as 
I am by these indescribable acts of evil. 

“But as the prime minister said: 
Enough is enough.” 

Theresa May’s strong words rang 
loud across the country, and Mr Aslam 
believed there was a significant re¬ 
sponsibility on families in particular 
in the fight against extremism. 

“The first port of call is parents, they 
need to be in touch with what their 
kids are up to,” he said. 

“I find it hard to believe parents 
would not be able to see a change in 
their personality or views. 

“As far as mosques are concerned, if 
there are any that advocate violent 
and extreme views, then they should 
be dealt with. 

“I fear this generation is going to 
have to give up some of its civil liber¬ 
ties, such as freedom of movement, 
freedom of expression. 

“That is tremendously sad because 
people have given their lives for free¬ 
dom and it won’t be permanent but I 
think it’s a measure that will be used 
for a short period of time to stabilise 
and find out what is going on.” 


Last summer, a government select 
committee called for plans to reshape 
the way communities tackle radicali- 
sation and remove the current sys¬ 
tem’s “toxic” associations in the Mus¬ 
lim community. 

The Prevent strategy was launched 
in 2007 as the preventative strand of 
the government’s counter-terrorism 
strategy, Contest. 

In 2011 the agenda was relaunched 
to respond to the ideological challenge 
of terrorism and aspects of extremism, 
provide practical help to prevent peo¬ 
ple from being drawn into terrorism 
and ensure they are given appropriate 
advice and support. 

However, MPs on the Home Affairs 
Committee said Prevent must be re¬ 
viewed to produce a new and different 
inclusive approach that is much more 
transparent — and it should be re¬ 
named Engage, to attempt to remove 
its already “toxic” associations in the 


Muslim community. 

Allaying these concerns and build¬ 
ing trust will require full and wide en¬ 
gagement with all sections of the Mus¬ 
lim community, including at 
grassroots level — and not just with 
groups which already agree with the 
government, they said. 

The suggestions were backed by An¬ 
war Khan of the Kent Muslim Welfare 
Association, based at Gillingham 
Mosque, who agreed a change in ap¬ 
proach was needed. 

“I resisted Prevent when it first 
came in because the attitude was that 
it was looking for Muslims who will 
spy on the households of other Mus¬ 
lims,” he told us. 

“The whole approach was wrong 
and I resisted the police too, though 
once we started working together I 
found they were fantastic, but there 
needs to be more mutual consulta¬ 
tion.”

‘County still safe’ despite armed 
officer shortage, says police chief 

Tom Pyman speaks exclusively to Alan Pughsley about the force’s defence against the terror threat 


K ENT’S top cop has played 
down fears the county 
does not have the re¬ 
sources to cope with the 
heightened terror threat, 
afte it emerged the force is lacking al¬ 
most a fifth of the number of armed 
officers required by government. 

The force currently has 81 of the 
agreed 100 armed firearm officers re¬ 
quired, with the current shortfalls be¬ 
ing covered on overtime shifts. 

Earlier this week, a former Metro¬ 
politan Police chief accused the gov¬ 
ernment of “lying” about the number 
of armed officers on the streets, in the 
wake of the latest terror attack to hit 
the capital. 

Peter Kirkham, a chief inspector 
between 1981 and 2002, claimed the 
Met was “in crisis”, saying the “extra” 
staff were actually officers putting in 
16-hour shifts or working on “rare 
leave days”. 

However, in an exclusive interview 
with KoS, the county’s chief consta¬ 
ble Alan Pughsley moved to allay 
fears his officers were being over¬ 
worked due to a lack of resources. 

“If we were talking about 19 offic¬ 
ers still missing in six, nine or twelve 
months’ time, I’d share those con¬ 
cerns. I don’t have those concerns at 
all at the moment,” he said. 

“Firearms officers are regularly as¬ 
sessed both on welfare and a good 


feeling point of view because of the 
nature of their business, so I’ve got no 
concerns about officers on the street 
with firearms not being completely 
able, completely equipped and com¬ 
pletely alert to do their job. 

“And that is sustainable for some 
period of time because we’ve got 
enough officers to make sure that 
even with overtime the resilience is 
there, the work-life balance is there 
and they’re not on duty continually 
all the time. 

“However, we have to recruit the 
officers because that’s not sustainable 
from a financial point of view or in¬ 
deed from a welfare point of view.” 

Police and crime commissioner 
Matthew Scott authorised a £5 hike 
in our council tax bills earlier this 
year, to fund an additional 24 armed 
officers as the force stepped up its an¬ 
ti-terror defence. 

Mr Pughsley and Mr Scott say 22 of 
those have already been recruited, 
with the other positions expected to 
be filled later this year, with training 
courses remaining ongoing. 

Kent Police is having to make sav¬ 
ings of some £2 5m over the next 
three years, though chiefs are quick 
to stress these cuts will not affect 
frontline policing. 

Mr Pughsley said: “The plan that 
we have in place is a sustainable plan 
for two to three years minimum, un¬ 


less something dramatically changes 
from a financial point of view. 

“The policing model will keep 
3,261 police officers and that’s what 
will stay for the next two to three 
years. 

“It will keep 300 PCSOs and that 
will stay for the next two to three 
years. 

“That’s the minimum requirement 
those financial savings give us, there¬ 
fore the public can be reassured that 
we are putting every element of mon¬ 
ey that we possibly can into frontline 
policing. 

“On behalf of the commissioner, 
my job is to operationally put as many 
officers and staff on the streets as I 
possibly can, keep people safe and be 
as visible as we possibly can. 

“That’s the savings plan that I’ve 
given to my staff - they have one 
headline which is ‘protect my front¬ 
line at all costs’.” 

Armed officer patrols were first in¬ 
troduced at key locations in the coun¬ 
ty last September, and chiefs say they 
have received overwhelmingly posi¬ 
tive feedback from the public ever 
since. 

On whether we can expect to see 
them in more locations over the com¬ 
ing weeks and months, Mr Pughsley 
said: “It’s fluid and it’s flexible. 

“We’ve got some obvious places 
with big footfall such as Bluewater 


and Ashford [designer outlet] - my of¬ 
ficers and members of the public will 
see routinely armed officers in those 
places. 

“There are other areas in the coun¬ 
ty that we will take on a threat, harm 
and risk basis, on an intelligence ba¬ 
sis, but I’ll keep those sensitive and 
secret because I need the element of 
surprise sometimes with regard to 
criminality. 

“It is right I stress, though, there is 
no direct or imminent threat to Kent 
specifically, nor indeed our public, 
nor indeed any areas. 

“It would be remiss of me if I don’t 
do everything I possibly can though 
to make sure we’re in a place to im¬ 
mediately react and deal with any 
subsequent threat.” 

Mr Pughsley also revealed some of 
the county’s officers were used in re¬ 
sponse to the attack on London Bridge 
last Saturday, but was again quick to 
dismiss fears it would have a knock- 
on effect on the level of policing in 
Kent. 

“Balancing priority whatever the 
challenges is something we do on a 
regular basis,” he said. 

“I’ve worked in London for a long 
time, I speak to London regularly, 
and their officers and staff made a 
fantastic response to that and get my 
absolute praise, thanks and credit for 
what they did, and I’m very pleased 


my officers were able to help in some 
small way. 

“To reassure the public, I’d say 
we’re a big organisation, I’ve got 
3,200 police officers. 

“When things like that happen, the 
phones go red hot, people say ‘can I 
come to work? Can I help?’ from a dis¬ 
cretionary, voluntary part of the 
business and that happened again 
[last week], whatever rank, whatever 
grade. 

“My job is to make sure we’ve got 
systems and processes in place to 
make sure we manage that appropri¬ 
ately, because everyone wants to 
come in at the first minute, and that 
doesn’t help. 

“What does help is a very planned 
response, and I’ve got dedicated 
teams who are very experienced in 
doing that. 

“If there becomes a problem re¬ 
sourcing into the county, if it goes on 
for a long time, we go to what is called 
mutual aid across other force areas. 

“So if there is a significant issue for 
Kent because the issue is in London, 
we can call on resources, by way of 
example, from Cumbria, Liverpool or 
anywhere else to support the nation¬ 
al need, and we support that as well. 

“So I am not concerned at all about 
making sure we can still deliver serv¬ 
ices locally when we respond to the 
national issue.”

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Tories on top 
but Labour get 
benefit of the 
Corbyn Factor 


In a quite remarkable night, the Conservatives 
once again dominated in Kent, but the real story 
was the dramatic return of Labour which saw 
Canterbury go red for the first time in more 
than a century and a major increase in its vote 


A SPLASH of red has appeared on 
Kent’s political map for the first 
time since 2010 after Labour 
stole Canterbury from the Con¬ 
servatives in an extraordinary 
result in this week’s general election. 

Held by the Tories since the First World 
War, and by Sir Julian Brazier himself for 
some three decades, parliament watchers 
were stunned when Rosie Duffield pipped the 
63-year-old stalwart to victory by just 187 
votes on Friday morning. 

The county otherwise remained blue as ex¬ 
pected but the magnitude of Ms Duffield’s tri¬ 
umph in such a safe Conservative seat cannot 
be overstated on what proved a remarkable 
evening of unexpected twists and turns. 

Her party leader, Jeremy Corbyn, received 
widespread praise for Labour’s performance, 
which saw them win 261 seats - 29 more than 
they claimed under Ed Miliband in 2015 - de¬ 
spite being almost universally written off, as 
experts predicted a Tory landslide. 

Instead, Theresa May lost the majority she 
inherited from David Cameron in the House of 
Commons and, on Friday afternoon, made the 
short trip to see the Queen at Buckingham 
Palace to request permission to form a govern¬ 
ment, propped up by the Democratic Unionist 
Party. 

Her reputation, however, was facing serious 
damage having called the election with the 
intention of strengthening her majority ahead 
of Brexit negotiations with the European Un¬ 
ion, even admitting early on in the campaign: 
“If I lose just six seats I will lose this election 
and Jeremy Corbyn will be sitting down to ne¬ 
gotiate with Europe.” 

She faced some calls to resign as prime min¬ 
ister less than 12 months after taking the keys 
at 10 Downing Street, but party chiefs insisted 
she would remain in the role. How long for, 
however, remains to be seen. 

While unable to form a government them¬ 
selves, Labour bosses will celebrate putting a 
dent in the Conservative dominance in Kent 
with their unlikely victory in Canterbury, and 
made up significant ground elsewhere in the 
county, coming second in every other constit¬ 
uency, having previously fallen behind both 
Ukip and the Liberal Democrats in some seats. 

Labour’s success was largely attributed to a 
strong student voice in the city, as the turnout 
for 18-24-year-olds rose dramatically to 72 
per cent nationwide, with images of lengthy 
queues at university polling stations circulat¬ 
ing on social media.

According to Oddschecker, the Conserva¬ 
tives were 1/200 to win in Canterbury on May 
19, which implies a 99.5 per cent chance of 
winning and 1/80 on Thursday as voting 
started, and still 1/33 once the polls shut at 
around 10pm. 

Labour, on the other hand, was as long as 
33/1, which implies a 2.94 per cent chance of 
winning the seat, with one punter backing Ms 
Duffield to win at those odds, returning a cool 
£1,650. 

However, despite its triumph in Canterbury, 
a Labour suggestion last week that it could 
halt the Lower Thames Crossing may have 
cost the party precious votes in Dartford, the 
constituency’s candidate said. 

The area, blighted by traffic from the exist¬ 
ing Dartford Crossing, has long campaigned 
for a second crossing east of Gravesend, which 
was approved in April in a bid to move traffic 
away from the town. 

But in the build up to the election, Labour’s 
shadow transport secretary Andy McDonald 
suggested the party could halt plans and “look 
again at all options”, including a proposed 
second crossing in Dartford. 

Confusion then built as the party an¬ 
nounced in the subsequent days it had “no 
plans” to halt the planned £6.5 billion cross¬ 
ing, adding it would “need to ensure the deci¬ 
sion making process has been completely ro¬ 
bust and represents the best value for money.” 

Hours after the election result, which saw 
Labour finish second to returning Conserva¬ 
tive MP Gareth Johnson, candidate Dr Bach- 
chu Kaini admits the claim cost the party in 
Britain’s oldest bellweather seat. 

He told KoS: “The Conservatives ran a nasty 
campaign after what Mr McDonald said, and 
we didn’t have time to respond to residents to 
explain what we actually planned to do. 

“Overall though, I’m happy with the results 
across the country, I know we ran a good cam¬ 
paign in Dartford and I’m optimistic for the 
future, I think this could be the beginning of 
the end of the Tories’ spell in Dartford.” 

Dr Kaini finished with 33.2 per cent of the 
vote, nearly eight per cent more than in 2015, 
while Mr Johnson returns to the seat for his 
third term, after finishing with a 57.6 per cent 
share of the vote. 

Ukip, meanwhile was perfectly clear 
about its stance on the crossing, even includ-

ing it in its manifesto. 

Party chiefs said: “Ukip opposes 
the proposed new Thames Crossing 
in Thurrock and will look to re-open 
a consultation for a new crossing fur¬ 
ther east. 

“This will include the option for a 
crossing through Canvey Island, 
linking the A130 to the M2 in Kent.” 

However, the purple party’s 
vote completely collapsed as the 
party failed to win a single MP 
nationwide, and saw its vote share 
in Kent dramatically slashed, as 
part of its continued post-referendum 


identity crisis. 

Similarly, its representation on 
Kent County Council was completely 
wiped out last month - a dramatic 
shift in voting compared to 2013 
when they were elected as the main 
party of opposition to the Conserva¬ 
tives, winning 17 seats at County 
Hall. 

Party leader Paul Nuttall an¬ 
nounced his resignation immediate¬ 
ly after the result was announced, 
fuelling speculation of yet another 
return for Nigel Far age. 

Asked about a future role for the 



former leader, Mr Nuttall said: “If Ni¬ 
gel Far age wants to come back, I 
would be more than happy to do a job 
swap. 

“I’ll take his slot on LBC and he can 


come back as leader of Ukip.” 

Earlier, Mr Farage said he did not 
blame his colleague, who failed for a 
sixth time to win a seat in Westmin¬ 
ster, for the party’s poor showing. 


“I don’t think Paul did anything 
wrong at all, he didn’t have time to 
establish himself with the public,” he 
said on LBC radio.

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comeback, he added: “Whether 
leading or playing a prominent role is 
perhaps a different question.” 

The south east MEP was in Ram¬ 
sgate last weekend to drum up sup¬ 
port for the party’s South Thanet 
candidate, Rev Stuart Piper, insisting 
he had no regrets about not standing 
himself, as he did two years earlier. 

However, it went from winning 
16,026 votes under Mr Farage in 
2015, to just 2,997 on Thursday - a 
massive 26.4 per cent swing, with 
the Ukip vote being shared between 
both Labour and the Conservatives 
who enjoyed improved results in 
what was considered by many per¬ 
haps the county’s biggest battle¬ 
ground once again. 

Tory winner Craig Mackinlay 
claimed organisations “tried to break 
my legs for this election” after being 
returned as MP, just days after he 
was issued with criminal charges by 
the Crown Prosecution Service. 

The Conservative was charged last 
week over a spending row at the last 
general election in 2015, when he 
successfully saw off the challenge of 
Mr Farage. 

In a statement responding to the 
CPS’ announcement, Mr Mackinlay 
maintained he had not done any¬ 
thing wrong, and slammed the 
“shocking” timing of the decision, 
which orders him to appear before 
Westminster Magistrates’ Court on 
July 4. 

Mr Farage insisted it would mean a 
“straight fight” between Ukip and La¬ 
bour for the South Thanet seat, but 
voters clearly thought otherwise as 
Mr Mackinlay was re-elected with an 
increased majority. 

Speaking after the result was de¬ 
clared in Margate in the early hours

of Friday morning, Mr Mackinlay 
said: “I must admit when I saw the 
exit polls earlier on I didn’t know 
which speech to write. 

“Despite the best efforts of various 
organisations to break my legs for 
this election just a few days ago, we 
did it here in South Thanet. 

“My big thanks are to the voters of 
Thanet for continuing to put their 
trust in me. 


“I’ve done my best to serve for 
the last two years and the best I pos¬ 
sibly can as their local representa¬ 
tive, their champion in Westminster, 
and I’m so proud to have been re¬ 
turned with an even bigger majori¬ 
ty.” 

Mr Mackinlay won 25,262 votes, 
putting him comfortably ahead of 
nearest rival, Labour’s Raushan Ara, 
who won 18,875 votes.

ONLY when Labour truly shines has Kent 
ever been daubed with red. 

And in the early hours of Friday morning a 
seismic shock saw a huge blob of rouge right 
at the heart of the county. 

Be under no illusions, Rosie Duffield’s vic¬ 
tory in Canterbury was one of the most re¬ 
markable in the UK and almost unthinkable 
just hours beforehand. 

Sir Julian Brazier had served as Conserva¬ 
tive MP in the constituency for 30 years and 
was seen as a nailed on certainty to serve 
through to retirement. 

That all changed in one of the most re¬ 
markable nights in British politics. 

Whatever your views on Jeremy Corbyn he 
was the success story of this election. 

His ability to inspire the Momentum group 
to harness all the key methods required to 
spring an electoral success - social media, 
youthful support, a point of difference - 
proved capable of piercing what once seemed 
an invicible suit of armour worn by Theresa 
May. 

The rest of the county stayed blue, but not 
without a remarkable rise in support of La¬ 
bour across the board. It was runner-up or 
winner in every seat. Ukip’s support disap¬ 
peared and is unlikely to be seen again. 

The Liberal Democrats failed miserably to 
prove it was bouncing back, with only mar¬ 
ginal increases in its vote. 

Thus the two big beasts of British politics 
slugged it out in a David versus Goliath bat¬ 
tle. And the blood of the Tories was spilt in 
the county for all to see. 

Perhaps, just perhaps, the Conservatives 
may regret not sending any of its box office 
big-hitters to the county in the run-up to the 
election. If Jeremy Corbyn turns up, he may 
get a hero’s welcome.

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Why more and more of us 
are paying to be locked up 

Born in Japan, the popularity of so-called escape rooms have seen them spread 
across the globe. And there’s an ever increasing number opening up right here 


IN a world of increasingly virtual 
entertainment, where we consume 
games, TV and movies through 
broadband pipes straight into our 
isolated homes, the fact a platform 
which encourages us to get out and 
about and interact should be a wel¬ 
comed. 

The escape game, or escape room, 
phenomenon has expanded dramat¬ 
ically in recent years - based on a 
simple premise, good old-fashioned 
team-work and a healthy dollop of 
brain power - Kent has seen an ex¬ 
plosion of the sites opening up across 
the county. 

From Canterbury to Gravesend, 
Ashford to Medway, the games, once 
the preserve of those in the big cities, 
are now on our doorsteps. 

But just what is an escape game 
and why are they so popular? 

The idea is simple - teams (nor¬ 
mally anywhere between two and 
eight) are put into a specially pre¬ 
pared room and locked in. In order 
to ‘escape’ within the alloted one 
hour, they must solve a host of puz¬ 
zles to enable them to find keys or 
padlock combinations.

Each room has a theme - so per¬ 
haps you’re trying to solve a murder 
or escape from a zombie apocolypse. 

Pressure Point is new to the scene 
with its outlet in Ashford. 

A spokesman explained; “Each 
time you step into a room, the rule 
book is out of the window and any¬ 
thing can happen. You need to bring 
your thinking caps, communication 
caps, team working caps, patience 
caps; the more caps you bring the 
more likely your are to escape.” 

Chris Knell, 29, runs Escape Kent 
in Canterbury with his brother 
Michael, a keen gamer. 

They have a warehouse in Sim- 
monds Road, Canterbury, and sev¬ 
eral scenarios for those wanting to 
take part. 

Chris Knell explains: “If people 
know too much about the escape 
rooms before they arrive, it will take 
away some of the surprise or shock. 
There is plenty to do - the kidnapped 
room is around 35 square metres 


and they are not just one single 
room, I will say that at least. 

“Think of it as a giant Crystal 
Maze, like the television series, but 
with added drama, shock and sur¬ 
prise. The kidnap room is a little 
gory and a little bit gruesome. A lot 
of people compare it to the Saw 
films. 

“The teams need to solve the 
puzzles to move on, but if anyone is 
too scared they can always back out, 
and leave the way they came in. Peo¬ 
ple don’t generally do that. The team 
size is limited to eight to more easily 
allow everyone to join in and con¬ 
tribute. 

“We also only allow teams where 
everyone already knows each other, 
again to avoid the chances of some 
stranger dominating what is going 
on. 

“It is always surprising how well 
or how badly a team can do.” 

It has popular kidnapped and al¬ 
ien rooms and a pirate theme com¬ 
ing for July. 

He added: “There are moments 
where you are made to jump, so be 
ready to be startled. But that is part 


of the fun of taking part.” 

First started in Japan 10 years 
ago, they sprung out of the Far East 
in 2011 - first to North America and 
now to Europe. 

They sprang to prominence in this 
country when the likes of HintHunt 
and ClueOuest started flying to the 
top of Tripadvisor ratings as they 
best things to do in the city. Due to 
the nature of the puzzle, revealing 
much about what lurks within is 
frowned upon, but it only adds to the 
mystique and keeps players of all 
ages coming back for more. 

In Medway there is Escape Plan 
Live - situated in three venues in¬ 
cluding the rather haunting Fort 
Amherst. 

A spokesman explained: “To tell 
you too much may ruin the experi¬ 
ence - but Escape Plan Live is an im¬ 
mersive mystery experience.” 

In Gravesend, The Panic Room is 
also seeing great business with six 
scenarios for players to experience. 

A spokesman added: “There are 
some scares in the Dollhouse game 
we run, but others are just a mix of 
simple and complex puzzle solving 


rooms with varied themes that peo¬ 
ple will find fun and entertaining.” 

Back in Canterbury, the Knell 
brothers said the cost of setting up 
their rooms was between “tens and 
hundreds of thousands”. And once 
up and running there’s still plenty of

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work to be done. 

Chris Knell explains: “Mainte¬ 
nance is a daily routine with some 
guests being a little too heavy hand¬ 
ed or things failing, so we do keep on 
top of it. 

“Since our launch we found our 


weekends are very busy and during 
the week attracts the corporate 
bookings.” 

Depending on where and when 
you go, and how many of you take 
part, prices range from £15 to £25 
per person.

BOOM OF THE ESCAPE ROOM 


IN 2007, a Japanese businessman 
Takao Koto launched Real Escape 
Games, which then spread like 
wildfire after taking off around the 
world in 2011. That year, a Hungarian 
franchise company opened 20 
locations across Europe and 
Australia. 

They can become stressful places 


to be - in China, there have been 
reports of students destroying entire 
rooms in a bid to get out after being 
repeatedly stumped by the puzzles. 

It is estimated there are just under 
3,000 escape rooms around the 
world. 

Those in London have become 
hugely popular with long waiting 


lists at busy periods to play. They 
come complete with video monitor¬ 
ing so when players get stumped, 
hints or advice can be provided to 
point you in the right direction. 

The gadgetry can be pretty clever 
too, with laptops and mobile phone 
provided to help solve some of the 
clues.

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On the hunt for treasure as 
families get on guided trails 


With summer around the corner, here’s 
a great reason to get out and about 



WHO can resist a treasure trail? Less 
and less of us it would seem as more 
and more people take part in the 
trails which are springing up around 
the UK. 

There are already eight in the 
county, among the 1,000 across the 
UK, and more are being added regu¬ 
larly. 

So just what are they? 

The simple answer is they are an 
opportunity to get out and about and 
explore nearby countryside or places 
of interest. Each has a theme and as 
you follow the route, you solve clues 
to either discover the buried treasure 
or solve the mystery. 

And it all started from a small office 
in Truro, Cornwall, to turn into a 
business giant of today. 

Aaron Hutchens is general manag¬ 
er of Treasure Trails, the firm which 
organises them. He explained: “We 
have lots in Kent, and they are amaz¬ 
ingly popular. 

“It is a very simple concept, but the 
effect they can have on groups and 
families never fails to amaze me.” 

The company was launched in 
2005 by a former military man who

wanted to help support his family. 

A change in direction in 2008 saw 
former company designer Mr Hutch¬ 
ens take over and turn it in to a na¬ 
tional phenomenon with over 1,000 
trails around the UK. 

Now there are eight in Kent; two in 
Medway, Tunbridge Wells, Maid¬ 
stone, Faversham, Whitstable, Herne 
Bay and Canterbury. They each cost a 
basic £6.99 and many can be cus¬ 
tomised for an extra fee. 

Mr Hutchens said: “Depending on 
what people want, they can follow a 
theme, like Cluedo out in the open, 
pirates or spies all with 20 or 25 clues. 

“With our murder mystery, we 
usually write it so there is one suspect 
at the end, but after one man ap¬ 
proached us, we tweaked it to have 
two as he wanted to use it to propose 
to his girlfriend. 

“The answer was ‘Will Hugh and 
Mary Mee’ which led the person be¬ 
ing proposed to not quite getting it at 
first, but then when you read them 


out loud, it suddenly all makes sense, 
which is lovely.” 

The general manager said: “I knew 
nothing about these when I started 
here, but now I love them. 

“With summer coming up, we get 
really busy as parents look for some¬ 
thing fun to do to keep their children 
happy. 

“Some people may wonder what 
the point of these treasure trails is, 
but we are selling an experience. 
Some people may think they know all 
about the place where they live, but 
we can open their eyes to places they 
never knew existed. 

“And likewise, those off to visit 


somewhere new can experience it 
from a new perspective and have fun 
finding all those little local secrets 
that won’t always be on the tour 
guide. 

“It is a way of getting people out 
and about and exploring. We have 
had people contact us wondering 
how we can ask £6.99 for some paper, 
but they are often back again to try it 
all again in a new place. It is an fun as 
you want to make it. 

“We are constantly getting feed¬ 
back from families who say it is the 
first time they have bonded and all 
laughed together in ages, and that is 
amazing to hear about. We had no 



idea that would happen so often - that 
makes it so rewarding for us too. 

“Parents with children who may be 
autistic find them to be especially 
helpful as it engages their children in 
a way they have not managed to do 
before. 

“It can pull a family away from 
their technology too. 

“We also have to keep tweaking all 
our trails to keep up with what is hap¬ 
pening locally, so if a building or 
place is changed or altered, we need

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to know about it, so there is an enor¬ 
mous amount of work to be done 
keeping on top of these changes. 

“Some 80 per cent are walking 
trails of about two miles, but we do 
have some that need a vehicle or bicy¬ 
cle, so customers need to decide what 
is best for them.” 

He said: “The concept is very sim¬ 
ple and children aged six upwards 
can get involved. The trials are writ¬ 
ten in adult language but youngsters 
can fully join in, too.” 


He added: “We are always looking 
to expand and Kent is a lovely part of 
the country.

OTHER TREASURES TO FEND 


The Folkestone Triennial returns 
this summer, and for many the 
memories of the last live on in their 
mind. That was when real gold was 
buried in a beach at the town and 
locals told if they could find it they 
could keep it. 

The brainchild of Germany artist 
Michael Sailstorfer, he buried 30 
24-carat gold bars on the Outer 
Harbour Beach. In total they were 
worth around £10,000. 

Cunningly, when he made the 


announcement in August 2014, the 
tide was in, which meant by the time 
it had gone out, word had got 
around and hundreds descended in 
pursuit of the buried treasure. 

By Christmas that year there had 
been eight confirmed findings 
although it is thought more had been 
found but not recorded. However, it 
is widely believed there remains 
plenty of the gold out there just 
waiting to be discovered. Each are a 
mere inch long and weigh about as 


much as a pound coin. 

Lewis Biggs, curator of the 
triennial said: “Because it’s Folke¬ 
stone and there’s a tradition of 
digging in the sand, sandcastles and 
so on, he has appropriated that way 
of working with landscape, and 
encouraged people by burying 
gold bars in the sand. These are 
only accessible at low tide. So it’s a 
perpetually renewing sculpture, it’s 
different each day because the tide 
comes and washes it away.”

Chris Britcher on how a celebration of the star’s music will debut in Bromley 


I T was perhaps inevitable, but 
a little over a year after his 
tragic death, it has been an¬ 
nounced that a musical de¬ 
voted to the music of Minne¬ 
apolis maestro Prince is to debut in 
Bromley next February. 

Featuring a 2 6-strong group of 
musicians, singers and dancers, 
Purple Rain is described as a “live 
celebration” of the work of the star. 

Hits featured will include Raspber¬ 
ry Beret, Kiss and Little Red Corvette. 

It will be directed by Gary Lloyd, 
the man behind Michael Jackson 
stage show Thriller - Live, who 
hopes fans will enjoy the theatrical 
tribute to their hero. 

He said: “Prince’s music and con¬ 
stant reinvention is legendary, so to 
get the opportunity to bring that 
and all his colourful characters to 
the theatrical stage is a dream. 
“There is also a real appetite for 


live music shows that showcase the 
musicians as part of the perform¬ 
ance. Prince was all about this. 

“Prince was a consummate, the¬ 
atrical artist, but in our show his 
music is the star. 

“There will be so much for audi¬ 
ences to enjoy, whether they’re fans 
of musical theatre, Prince or both. 

“Purple Rain is a fast-paced, mu¬ 
sic lover’s night out that will tease, 
surprise and excite audiences in the 
same way he did.” 

Prince’s work is no stranger to the 
stage, with the artist having seen his 
work used in Billboards, a Joffrey 
Ballet production which featured a 
specially extended 10-minute ver¬ 
sion of the song Thunder in 1993. 

In the same year he created Ul¬ 
ysses, a musical production based 
loosely on Homer’s Odyssey which 
featured a host of then-new songs 
and which was performed at his 


Glam Slam night club in Los Ange¬ 
les for a limited run. 

Affections in the county run high 
after he performed his only UK festi¬ 
val show as headliner at the 2011 
Hop Farm Festival in Paddock 
Wood, where he pocketed a cool 
$1 million for a night’s work. 

It was his first live performance 
in the UK since his 2007 run of 21 
shows at the 02 Arena in Green¬ 
wich - a string of shows which con¬ 
tinues to be the longest run at the 
venue - and universally hailed as a 
great success. 

During the festival set he ran 
through dozens of his greatest hits 
to round off a sun-soaked event. 

The musician died on April 21, 
2016 aged 57. He was found collapsed 
in an elevator at his home and re¬ 
cording complex, Paisley Park, in his 
hometown of Minneapolis. 

His death prompted an outpour¬ 


ing of grief and saw sales of his back 
catalogue rocket. 

Legal wrangles over his estate - 
he did not leave a will - have left 
some concerned as to what will 
happen with his legacy. 

A greatest hits album was re¬ 
leased last year, and later this 
month the highly anticipated re¬ 
mastered Purple Rain album - his 
career defining breakthrough from 
1984 - is released. Various packages 
will include a host of previously un¬ 
released tracks. There is also an ad¬ 
ditional version with a live DVD fea¬ 
turing one of his Purple Rain live 
shows. 

The musical will begin its UK 
tour in Bromley’s Churchill Theatre 
on February 1 2018 before travel¬ 
ling to Manchester, Plymouth, 
Cheltenham, Birmingham, Black¬ 
pool, Edinburgh, Wimbledon, Car¬ 
diff, Belfast, Hull and Ipswich.

Don’t want to move but seeking more space? Then why not consider investing in a loft conversion? 


W ITH soaring house 
prices, more and 
more people are 
looking at alterna¬ 
tives to trading up 
and taking on ever bigger mortgages. 

And one of the most frequently 
pondered options is expanding the 
size of your existing home by looking 
up into your loft space. 

If you need more space at home, 
converting the loft into an extra 
room, or rooms, can make a lot of 
sense, both now and when you come 
to sell 

But while they can transform your 
home and living space, there are 
plenty of aspects to be alert to. Here’s 
our guide: 

1. If your home’s loft is more useful 


to you as living space than storage, 
converting it is the obvious thing to 
do. A loft conversion should make 
your home more valuable and sella¬ 
ble, and if you can fit a bathroom or 
shower room up there, as well as a 
bedroom and built-in storage, you 
have the perfect master or guest suite. 

2. Loft conversions cost from 
around £20,000, but are often a lot 
more, depending on the size, spec and 
type of conversion. There are plenty 
of companies in Kent offering the 
service so make sure you get a hand¬ 
ful of quotes and discuss exactly what 
it is you want with them. 

The cheapest and easiest loft con¬ 
versions are ones with only skylights, 
as the line of the roof is unchanged. 
However, this isn’t ideal if the loft has

limited space and head height. 

3. Building out the roof to create 
more useable space inside will give 
you a much more satisfactory conver¬ 
sion. As long as there are no planning 
restrictions, building a full-width 
dormer window across the roof at the 
back and changing the side of the roof 
so it’s ‘straight’ (viewed from the front 
or back) instead of sloping (this isn’t 
possible with mid-terraced houses) 
will maximise the space internally. 

4. For a loft to be suitable for con¬ 
version, the main space should be at 
least 2.3m high - generally, the steep¬ 
er the pitch of the roof, the better it 
will be for conversion. Standing up in 
the loft and walking around (if safe to 
do so) will give you an idea of how 
much useable space there is. 


If there isn’t enough head height, 
even by building out the roof, you 
may be able to lower the ceilings in 
the rooms below, but this will be ex¬ 
pensive and disruptive and isn’t prac¬ 
tical if they’re already quite low. An¬ 
other option may be to rebuild the 
roof to make it higher, which is also a 
big, expensive job. 

5. You’ll need space for a staircase 
up to the loft on the floor below and if 
this means losing a bedroom, you 
may not be much better off by con¬ 
verting the loft. Spiral staircases can 
be a good space-saving solution, as 
can narrow (and straight) ‘space-sav¬ 
er’ staircases, although they aren’t 
necessarily practical for everyday use 
and are unlikely to comply with 
building regulations.

Bound for beach that became Baywatch 


Baywatch may be on the big screen this time round, 
but those famous red cossies are as skimpy as ever. 
LAURA IVILL heads to the coast of Georgia to 
discover where the seaside caper was filmed 


SET on golden beaches and starring 
the likes of Pammy and the Hoff, 
Baywatch may have been pure 
cheese but it was also one of the 
most-watched TV shows ever, with a 
weekly audience of 1.1 billion in 148 
countries. 

Now, with our appetite for Nineties 
nostalgia in full swing, the lifeguards 
are back - this time in an action-com¬ 
edy reboot for the big screen, with 
original favourites Pamela Anderson 
and David Hasselhoff in cameo roles. 
So when the call came to explore the 
movie’s beach location, Tybee Island, I 
made sure I was first in line. 

But Tybee Island’s not in Malibu, 
or even Hawaii — it’s in the state of 
Georgia, a scenic drive up the coast 
from Florida. It’s Gone With The 
Wind territory: America’s Deep 
South of cotton plantations, fresh¬ 
water swamps, salt marshes, shrimp¬ 
ing and alligators. Gnarly, centuries- 
old oak trees are draped in eerie 
shawls of Spanish moss, only 20 


miles from where Forrest Gump sat 
on a bench in a leafy square, re¬ 
counting his life story. 

The seaside town is a mixture of 
charming old detached homes, with 
verandas and rocking chairs where 
locals sit out on the hot, humid sum¬ 
mer nights. The area has a lived-in, 
seaside feel, much treasured by the 
descendants of those that have had 
homes here since the Twenties, and 
have seen the dirt tracks replaced by 
Tarmac only recently. 

Wide-open beaches surround 
the island: ideal for picnics, beach 
games, jogging, water sports, jet-ski¬ 
ing, dolphin-watching and lazing in 
the sun. This semi-tropical coast has 
idyllic temperatures in spring and au¬ 
tumn, and the sea breezes take out 
some of the humid summer heat that 
hangs around a toasty 27-32C. 

Tybee is an easy 18-mile drive from 
Georgia’s second city, the historic 
trade port of Savannah. It’s a gem, 
sometimes described as a “mini- 



Charleston” (the historic port city 
across the river in South Carolina), 
with its own picturesque, leafy and 
walkable downtown area. 

When the town was founded in 
1733, the first settlement was based 
on a grid system and formed 24 
“pocket parks”. Many years later, 
one of these even provided a back¬ 
drop for that famous scene in Forrest 
Gump.

CPS has a duty to 
uphold the law 

CRAIG Mackinlay has no business 
criticising the Crown Prosecution 
Service for the timing of their 
decision to prosecute him with 
offences under the Represenation of 
the People Act 1983. 

It is a matter for the CPS not 
politicians as to how they conduct 
their affairs. Their job is to uphold 
the law and if we value our democ¬ 
racy it is vital the laws that protect it 
are enforced. 

In a democracy, the judiciary must 
be independent of political interfer¬ 
ence, a situation that from her 
injudicious remarks about the Craig 
Mackinlay case, Theresa May 
appears to be unhappy about. 

It is not in her remit to question 
decisions made by the CPS or to say 
that the charges brought against 
Mackinlay are “unfounded”. 

It is the courts that decide whether 
or not charges are unfounded, not 
politicians, however high their office. 

If there was skullduggery afoot 
regarding election expenses and the 
CPS belives that there was, then it is 
in the public interest the facts are 
given a hearing in a court of law. 

Mr Mackinlay and his co-defend¬ 
ants will have their day in court and 
if found not guilty they will be 
exonerated. As the saying has it, 
justice must be seen to be done, never 
more so than when it concerns our 
electoral system - the very corner 
stone of democracy.

Timing suggests 
an easy target

THE world’s top-ranked test leg-spin¬ 
ner, Yasir Shah, has joined Kent for 
four county championship matches. 

The Pakistan bowler was added to 
the county’s ranks ahead of their 
clash against Durham this weekend, 
with Kent looking to continue their 
promotion push after a strong start to 
the season. 

Shah is also available for the trips 
to Worcestershire and Nottingham¬ 
shire before taking on Northampton¬ 
shire at The County Ground, Becken¬ 
ham on July 3-6. 

The 31-year-old is the second fast¬ 
est bowler of all-time to take 100 
wickets in Test cricket, achieving the 
feat in just 17 matches and was top of 
the ICC Test bowler rankings last 
summer. 

He is fine form, taking 46 wickets 
in two three-Test series for Pakistan 
against West Indies in 2016 and 
2017, earning him both player of the 
series awards.
